GooD ACCOMPLISHED BY THE N. C. C. M. 


Last week I spoke to you concerning the nature and 
purpose of the county-wide organization known as the 
Nationa! Council of Catholic Men. I reminded you that it is 
now functioning in most of the dioceses of the United States 
and doing excellent work. 

We have too many lame organizations in our parishes, 
and the same is true of our national! fraternal organizations. 

“They are lame principally because their members are given 
‘nothing definite to do, and outside of corporate attendance 
~ at the Sacraments, the attachment to the Society is almost 
purely nominal. Catholics belong to these organizations, it 
would seem, only because they are expected to belong to 
them. They have the notion that they do their full duty if 
they pay their monthly or annual dues and approach Holy 


- *Communion'in a body. Most of them do not show even suffi- 


cient interest to attend the meeting at which officers are 
elected: and the officers themselves do not regard their posi- 
tion seriously. Usually they themselves want leadership, 


and particularly if their Society is to do something either 


“4or its membership or for the parish. 

: The Catholic body is not only the strongest of all re- 
ligious groups of the United States, but it is nearly as large 
as all the four hundred Protestant denominations taken to- 
gether, yet the uninformed, judging from the little influence 
the Catholic body exerts, Would adjudze it to be the smallest 
of them all. 

In any Protestant organization it is regarded as some- 
body’s business to take care of different situations which 
might arise for the defense of the faith, for the removal of 
misunderstanding, etc. In the Catholic Church the laymen 
leave everything to their busy priests, who often do not even 
hear of the things which merit a Catholic pronouncement.

The surplice ts a vestment of 
the cleric, and is placed on him by 
the Bishop after “Tonsure” has

course “altar boys” are not cler- th

You may sometime hear the 
word “rochet” used for the word 
“surplice.” They are almost the 
same, except the “rochet” has 
longer and narrower sleeves, is 
ornamented with rich lace, and is 
worn only by Bishops, and other 
dignitaries higher than the 
priest. In the Middle Ages, cler- 


ics outside Rome wore the “ro- 
chet,”’ but since the 9th century, 
only Bishops, prelates and cas
